‘On January 20 in Denvor the Ku Klux Klan decided to hold a protest 
‘on the capitol steps to disrupt the Martin Luther King Jr. march. The Klan 
demo was announced in advance so of course a third group of anti- 
protestors consisting of punks, freaks, SHARP skins, hippies, Malcolm X 
heads, ethnic gangs and others gathered to throw insults, snowballs and 
bottles at the nazi rednecks and skinh 
chanting “white power" through a cheezy 

‘Tho Klan group then went inside the capitol to do thelr press stutf 
(which was just more seig helling gnd chanting), then marched down 
through a tunnel to an exit across ‘the gputh capitol wing. This was 

to be a secret but the anti-Klan crowd figured this out; the 
protected prison buses waiting for the nazis away gave their plans away. 
“The surprised nazis and cops were bombarded with snowballs. The cops 
tried to get thom all safely inside the bus with the nazis still seig heiling. A 
few ran back inside, 

‘The bus drove off with protesters still throwing things at it. The cops 
lined up to disperse the crowd in full riot gear. These cops —500 or so— 
ware here to protect 120 nazis. As the bus disappeared behind the line of 
‘cops an emply cruiser was overturned and other cop cars were smashed. 
‘The first tear gas was shot into the crowd of Klan protesters and MLK Jr.

Professor Felix’s Brief History Of 


‘Anarchism could be said to have reached its high point 
ss a mass movement in Spain The long stuggs of fe 
in: 


Spain culminated in the revolution and 
‘dvilwarof 1896-39. This greatestandmostprofoundoutburst 
cf anarchist revolutionary energy was to be crushed by 
fascism and virtually ignored by the outside world untl recent 
years. A wealth of material in English now exists on the 
‘anarchist movement in Spain. Since so many aspects of the 
‘anarchist idea were put into practice in Spain we will use this 
‘experience to examine many practical considerations which 
‘anarchists would be forced to consider in a future revoluton- 
ary situation, 


‘Anarchism found fertile soll in Spain. Late nineteenth 
cantury Spain was an indusvializing society with essentially 
‘medieval social structures. The ruling elite was composed of 
thegentry, church andincreasingly the manutacturers. These 
‘groups lorded over masses of landless peasants, impover- 
ished workors, and small farmers. These lower classes wore 
‘subject to the harshest repression at the slightest signs of 
rovolt. Socioty was kept backwards andignorant by a conser- 
vative church which dominated education and social ito. 


Anarchism first came to Spain in 1868 with the tour of 
‘talian anarchist Guisoppi Fanelli, a comrade of Bakunin who 
Was trying to raise support for the newly formed Intemational 
Workingmen's Association. Speaking lo clubs of workers and 
intalloctuals across Spain, ofton without the aid of an intor- 
rotor, Fanelli appealed to the Spaniards with his impas- 
sioned spooch and common sense. 


‘A Spanish chaptor of the Intemational was s00n orga- 
nized and anarchist groups sprung upin the urban centers of 


‘would strike off a wave of stikes in numerous industries. 
‘Throughout its history the anarcho-syndicalist movement 
was 10 encounier great dificuly in dealing with the relomnist 
‘socialist and purely “economic” labor unions. These competing 
‘endencies were to risa and {all in importance as Spain moved 
‘through periods of repression and labor unrest. The anarchists 
intransigentrevobtionary stance and relusal to compromise their 
‘Principles often made them the targets ol severe repression while 
‘ther unions chose to co-perale with the govemment. This 
‘damaged the movement, but also made the anarchists more 
‘popular with the workers lor their stoadtasiness, 


‘The 1890's also saw Spanish anarchists embrace “propa- 
{ganda by the deed” The anarchists conducted numerous attentals 
‘gains high ranking governmont officials, royaty and the olte. 
‘These were tolowed bythe ruta repression in which the 
‘movement lost many of ts best activists execution or imprison 
‘mart fr supposed connections tothe acts. These actions faledto 
inspire the mass revolts they were intended to trigger and such 
tactios were abandoned. However, political violence was toremain 
‘a maj feature in the Spanish ana‘chist movement wih therso of 
‘istolrigmo inthe early twentieth contury. 


Francisco Foror was an anarchist educator who mado many 
‘advances in modemizing and secularieing education. His ideas 
‘spawneditho modem school movement" Which spread around tho 
‘worl, Ho fo that education had o elec iberarian principio and 
not reinforce tha idoology of tho state. Along with his schools he 
ini alfordabo and easy to rend books on anarchism, science 
‘and philosophy for the education of the average worker. Ferrers 
innovations were viewed as dangerous tothe sate andits inst 
tions of socal contra

‘Spain, Anarchism also spread into the rural districts where 
‘poverty and oppression wore extreme. The average Spanish 
‘anarchist was a worker or peasant who was highly committed 
to "he idea. * The movement placed strong emphasis on the 
dignity of labor and hard work, looking forward to a day when 
all work would be for the banefit of the community not the 
ruling class. Free time outside of work was devoted to union 
‘and organizational mattors, propaganda and sell-education. 
‘The Spanish anarchists abstained from tobacco and alcohol, 
living a simple and virtuous life devoted to creating the now 
socioty. 


“Tho split botweon Marx and Bakunin in the Intemational 
‘saw the Spanish branch siding with Bakunin. After the col- 
lapse of the Intomational the Spanith section continued 
‘under a number of names coalescing into the CNT in 1910. 
During the late 1800's rural Spainwas in constantturmoll. The 
1880's saw numerous anarchist peasant uprisings and ruth- 
less police oppression and torture. Vilagers would organize 
‘and ake up whatovor arms they couldiay hands on, oft litte 
more than clubs and soythes. They would prociaim the 
establishment of libertarian communism and seize the town 
hall, police station and manor. A brief period of celebration 
Would be followed by a military assault in which litie quarter 
was given. in tho aftermath the prisons would be packad with 
‘anarchists from around the country, most of whom had 
‘nothing to do with the uprisings. They would be tortured and 
froquonty executed for supposediy inspiring the revolts. This 
pattern was repeated throughout the late nineteenth and early 
|wenteth century as social conditions in the Spanish county- 
‘side remained unbearable, 


In the 1890's the movement began tp grow rapidy 
‘among the urban working class. The increasingly industial- 
ized society saw the davolopmentofaracical form ofanarcho- 
syncicaism which paralloiedthat developing in France. Span- 
igh anarcho-syncicalsm was to be marked by a high degree 
of workers solidarity. Stikes wore frequent, bitter and often 
‘successful, Sikes were ofton conducted for potical rather 
than economic means. The arrest of a well know militant

Jn 1909 the Spanish army was boing hard pressad in its 
‘Moroccan eclony and was forced to call up the reserves. Spain's 
‘imperialist wars wore urpopular wit the working classes and the 
‘war tiggored strikes and ravolts across the country. The uprisings. 
‘were quelled and the typical repression ensued, Ferrer was 
accused of fomenting the revolts and jallod. His tril was a sham 
with bribed “winesses and public condemnations by church and 
‘government oficials. He was sontonced fo death and executed 
with several ather anarchists. There is a statue of him in Brussels 
to this day. 


11910 aconferonc of anarchists was called by Solidaridad 
‘Obvora to address the lack ofa national anarchist organization in 
‘Spain. As a resul the National Confederation of Labor or CNT was. 
{ormed, under the influence of French anarcho-syndialism. is 
aim was to educate and organize the working poopie of Spain to 
‘take control othe moans of production by revolutionary action and 
re-organize socity forthe benefit of al, While not always oxcly- 
sively anarchist the CNT usualy followed a synclcalst path and 
‘many oft influential members wore anarchists, espadialy after 
the formation the FA 


‘Most Spanish anarchists opposed the imperialist First World 
‘War, although some took the sida of Kropotkin and supported the 
lies. The Spanish government remainod neutral, eoling suppios 
to both sides. Speculation lod to price increases and the CNT 
‘organized thes and protests against these and the war. The ONT 
ose in popularity and soon had over a mifion members. In 1919, 
the great strike agaiet la Canadionse electric company ended with 
Victory for the workers and a demonstrated the power of an 
organized miltant working class. 


‘As wehave seen political violence hadlong beena par the 
‘Spanish anarchist movement, This escalated info bloody under- 
‘ground war in the era of pistolaisma. During the war a ring of 
Garman spies in Barcelona used comupt police officers and 
underworld thugs to harass businesses who sold supplies tothe 
alles. The CNT paper Solidaridad Obrera exposed one af these 
‘police officers. As soon as the war ended he turned his natwork of 
hired guns on the workers movemert, Soon death squads were

gunning for anarchists inthe pay ofthe 
industriaiss, usually with tact police 
backing. In response young anarchist 
miltarts took up ams and cared ou ie 
retaliatory assassinations o government 
fiials, industrialists, and of course rival 
pistoleras. They also increasingly engaged in 
‘bank robbery and other acs of expropriation to 
fund the cause. This political violence came and 
‘wont in cycles but remained a faciorin the move 
‘mort up to the outbreak of civil war. Many of the 
‘movement's most talented members escaped ox. 


Intl inspired by the Russian revolution the CNT 
attempted to work with the new Third Intemational. Soon 
however, the CNT leamed the Intemational was ite more 
‘hana tot of Soviet foreign policy and ceased ks collaboration. 


In 1928 group of gonras ld by Primo De Rvora tok), 
wor insaling a dati wich was to last nil 189%. 
‘general strike called by the CNT tailed and the union was severely 
ropressed. The movement was legalized and foroad underground. 
Political activity was confined to secretive organizing and sporadic 
acts of political violence. 


In 1927 tho Anarchist Federation of bora or FAI was formed. 
This group would eventually serve as an anarchist coro under the 
more syndcalst CNT unbvela. Rs mombors wore usualy the most 
‘cive and commited members ofthe movement. They helped push 
the CNT towards a more revolutionary anarchist approach. There 
were constant and acrimonious debates within the CNT botweon FA 

miltarts and more moderate unionists over 
‘claboraton wah cthar unions ard lotist 
partes. The mare miltant faction stucktoa. 
‘aon with any statist groups while the 


CONT became legal again and was abe to 
‘openly meet and organize. It quickly 
bounced back wih over 800,000 members 
jn 1922, However, tho “anightonad repub- 
fc was equally as airaid ol he organized 
working dass and abiter struggle ensued

pany. There were many street battles be- 
tween sirhecs and goverment paramif- 
tary forces such as the cl and assaut 


was clear thatthe ltt would deal as sav- 
agely wih any challenge toits power as the 
right.

The socialists, now out of power, became increas- 
ingly miitant and the smal Spanish Communist Party (CP) grew. 
‘These groups sought to ally with the CNT under the banner of the 
‘popular front which was advanced throughout Europ atthe time. 
‘Thoro was a groat dal of controversy within the CNT over allance 
wih these groups. Ganoraly the FA sided againt such an alae. 
ile more moderate mombors called for"unty of proltarian both- 
‘015 in the end the alliance was cemented between the CNT, the 
sociast UGT and other less groups. 


‘This’aliance was to have tangible results in the Asturias, a mining region where the 
UGT and CNT had organized and racalize the rank and fle, Over a period of two wooks 
in Octobor of 1834 some 40,000 miners rose ina dramatic general ska and uprising against 
‘the conservative regime. Originally part ofa national general sirke, which quickly petered 
cutinthe rest ofthe country, the rising was very succasstulinthe Asturias. The miners seized 
‘several towns and set up councils to provide essontal sorvces and manage the factories, 
‘The authortarian socialists and communists rigiy administered the areas under ther 
control. They roused 1 provide arms or cooperate with the anarchists to defond the area 
fromthe inevitable reaction. The poiticaly reliable and nthless Spanish Foreign Legion was 
‘brought rom Morocco along with colonial troops. These smashed the “Asturian Commune” 
wah savage bntalty. Thousands o insurgent workers were hiled, and tons of thousands 
imprisoned, beaten and tortured. The outry over the use of Moroccan troops in Christan 
‘Spain and the severity ofthe repression forced the rightist coalition colapse and provoked 


‘The elections of February 1936 brought a lett coaltion to power on a popular front 
platlorm. With some 30,000 of the movemont’s most miltant mombers i ail the anarchists 
‘chose to participate inthe election. The anarchists were arguably the decisive bloc in tho 
‘popular front victory. Forces on the right feared the new “red” government. Fascist youth 


of land were seized from landowners by poor farmers. Much ofthis land had belonged 
‘communally to vilages who had seenit progressively swindled from them by the landowners 
\with the aid of the church and state, This unrest spread taking on revolutionary proportions

inmuch of Spain. pring also saw large scale labor unrest with the 
CNT and UGT caling requent local and goneral strikes. Spain was 
‘itor polarized. While the popu front government foundered 
the diseniranchised were beginning to put revohsionary ides ito 
practice, The right found these conditions iniolorable and the 
forces of reaction plotied a coup. 


‘The miltary, supported by the fascists, the church, the 
industriasts, landowners and other conservative elements of 
society launched a rbelion against th popular ront goverment 
‘on July 17, 1996. Garrisons rose against the goverment across 
‘Spain, General Franco brought the colonial army rom Morocco in 
acrah provided by Nazi Garmany. The anarchists were in a 
‘quandary. The legal constitutional regine which they had helped 
‘lect, was beset by a reactionary fascist insurection. Obviously 
‘bth sides were statist, authortaran and hostile to the anarchist 
‘social revolution. However, the ight soemed to pose afar greater 
‘threat which was driven home by the severty ofthe "white terror 
‘mated outin aroas unde ightist control. The formar pokey of unity 
‘ith list proletarian brothers” was to lead to increased collabo- 

E) ration with groups who were infact the anarchists most dangerous 
‘enemies. 


‘The first woeks of the rising were chactic, violent and 
uncertain, The government was slow to move against the rebels. 
The goverment, afraid of an armed working cas, relused 10 
-answor tho union's calls o give guns tothe workers. Had they done 
‘0 the revolt could probably have been put down immediately. 
While the administration tried to negotiate t was the action ofthe 
Working class "people in arms" which stemmed the tide of revot In 
the areas where the working class was the mast organized and 
militant, mitias formed immediately to suppress the insurgent 
‘garrisons, Workers commandeered vehicies and whalever weap- 

Eons they could and rushed into batle against rebel troops, police, 

and fascist miltias. Soma miliary and police units remained loyal 
to the government and helped provide arms to the workers. Both 
‘ides thought the rising would last only afew weeks. Insiead the 
deep rooted visions in the country rested in a bloody civil war 
hich was to last until 1999, Within a few weeks realty set in and 
‘Spain was divided into regions underinsurgent ot ‘Nationalist and 
loyalist or “Republican” control. 

‘Ablow by blow account ofthe civil war is beyond the scope 


ofthis shor history. Instead some ganeral themes willbe covered 
wih ilustrative examples where relevant. 


‘The world’s goverments quickly revealed that they were 
‘more alraido a revolutionary threat to their power than a victory for 
fascism in Spain. They dosed ranks in a policy of “non interver- 
tion” which was ludicrously

This aid was to do much more harm than good 
asitresited in tho growth in importance, and evertual seizure of 
power, by the hitherto unimportant Spanish Communist Party. 
‘Acquistion of Soviet supplied weapons was determined by loyalty 
1 the party rather than necessty. Eventually Stalin, fearful of a 
second communist state to challenge the socialist ideal promoted 
by his USSR, withdrew support and ensured Nationalist victory.

‘The civil war was marked by brutality resuting from the intensity of visions and 
hatredin the polarized nation. However, historians concur that the Nationalst“white ertor 
‘was far greater than the Republican “ed terror including that conducted by the Stalinsts 
towards the ond ol the war. Nationalist troops and fascist miltias used teroras.a weapon 
to instil ear and prevent survival of any revolutionary threat. Upon seizing a town they 
‘Would massacre anyone suspected of Republican sympathies, Bombing andartilary ware 
sed as lerror weapons on cvan populations inincidents such asthe infamous Guomica 
raid. Nationalist roops systematically raped women leaving behind the slogan “you wil 
vo bith to fascists” on tho walls of conquered towns,

‘The communists, under orders from Moscow, embarked on 
‘policy olinfitratng the Republican miltary and poltical command 
‘structure. Soviet supped weapons were tightly controlled by the 
communists in the army and govemment. The anarchists, hard 
pressed a the front, were eventualy forced to subma to a process 
‘ot “miltaizaton" and cofaboration with the state they despised. 
‘This was vehemently opposed by any rark and fle anarchists. 
Meribers of the CNT even took up posts in the Repubfcan 
‘government. The anaschist miias were absorbed Into the repub- 
lican army and subjected to authoritarian ciscpline and cortrl. 
‘The communists were very toncemed with the anarchists ex- 
ample ofthe feasbilty of anarchist revolution. Instead of disorder 
‘and chaos anarchist areas were peaceable and people's needs 
‘wore met. Worker controlled factories were producing the hiiech 
‘weapons of war with no supervision from the “authors.” Rathor 
than defeating the Nationalists the communists made consokda~ 
tion other own powar the number one cbjecive, and the anar- 
cists and noo-Sialnist Manists were the main obstade as rivals 
{or the hearts and minds of the workers. 


Within the army communist controled units got the best 
‘weapons and Soviet advsoss. They were used primary in areas, 
ofthe front where they faced file resistance, In contrast the 
anarchists andthe intemafional brigades were poorly supplied and 
sent on suicidal missions against superior Nationalist forces. NO 
amount of heroism could make up forthe disparity in arms. Inthe 
bitorbatla or Madrid anarchists wert into battle unarmed hoping 
‘opick upa ill trom a talon comrade. Against this the Nationalists 
fielded a professional army augmented by fascist mitias and ere 
thousands of Germans and Rallans all supplied with state ofthe 
‘at weapons. The communis's authortarian fixation wih order and 
control resulted inthe arrest and intommert of hundreds of anar- 


exchange. Fighting 
‘spread throughouthe cty and barricades wore ereciod around the 
anarchist controled areas. The colaboraonit members ofthe 
CNT showed how far hey had betrayed their principles by caling 


the front. The anarchists ware duped by an appeal for “antlascist 
Unity’ and stood down as troops entered the cty presumably 10 
‘preserve order. Anarchist stil holed up in fortified postions were 
‘promised amnesty i the surendered. Many did, only to be ex- 
‘ecutad oF shipped of to a gulag. Those who resisted wore rth. 
lessly eliminated. Thousands of anarchists held in the secret 
‘prisons of the communist GPU (a Spanish copy of the Starést 
NKVD) were tortured and executed. The anarchists had been 
forced out of mitary necessity and an overwhelming antlascist 
‘moral cbigation to aly themselves withthe “esser” of two evis. 
The stale, be it communist controlled or otherwise, wes clearly 
‘mo interested in deleating the revokstion than winning the war. 
‘This coupled wih the lack foreign suppor wast spell defeat for 
the forces fighting the Nationalists. 


‘The communist's abity to manipulate bureaucracies and 
pack them with party members put them in postions of authority 
‘overthe reluctartly miftarized anarchists, whoalong with socialists 
and republicans formed the vast majority ofthe war efforts rank 
and fle. By 1938, the Republican amy was suffering trom defeat 
and demoralzaton. The communists had gained near complete 
control over the military and there was considerable discontent at 
the special treatment afforded communist controled uns. The 
harsh ciscpline othe communists resuftedin summary executions. 
Yorminor ofonses, these taling inordinately on anarchists. Regular 
supply sarvices were nover ful insttuted and the soles at the 
front often wore the ciiian clothes they had marched to war 
wearing in July of 1996, These factors coupled with the increasing 
‘economic hardships, and poltical repression dealt a serious blow 
tomerale, 


Likawise, in essortial services such as anspor contr were 
in the hands of communist appointees despite the fact that the 
majorty of the workers in the industry wore anarchists. When 
‘anarchist cortrolled factories propased manutacturing Soviet de- 
signed fighter planes in Spain, the communists refused. They 
{eared the example of worker controlled factories tuming out such 
‘a complex weapon with no authoritarian control. AS a result the 
Republican ar force was shot out othe airby the German Condor 
‘Legion faster than new planes could be shipped from the USSR. 
‘This let the Repubiican armies with no air cover, further destabi- 
{zing morale, 

‘The war tumed against the Republicans as the rapidly 
promoted party loyalists tured out to be poor commanders who 
‘owed their postions o ladder cimbing social skis rather than any 
sort of schooling in the art of war. The high command made 
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‘numerous blunders any number of which would have been fatal not 
‘forthe bravery othe Spanish workers in arms who fought desperately 
against all odds cursing the inopttude of thei superiors. By 1998 
‘Stan bogan tofear the influence of the now powerful Spanigh CP as, 
«2 tval for leadership of international communism. Stalin was entering 
‘ona policy o appeasement which was toculminate inthe NaziSoviat 
‘Non Aggression Pato 1839, Hence, support othe Spanish republic 
inthe “struggle ofthe popular Iront against fascism became apolitical 
{abilty. Soviet suppes sowed toa riclle and the adviors returned 
to the USSR with the Ropublic's gold resorves for “safe kooping.” 
Without any supplies modem weapons and supphes tho Republi 
‘cans had lite chance of hanging on. Al that could be hoped for was 
the ousbroak of war in Europe and holp trom tho captast powers. 


‘The Nationalists final ofensive was launched in December of 
11938. The Nationals reaped success onthe battlefield and diplo- 
matic recognition ofthe Franco goverment by the capitalist powers. 
‘As the noosa tightened many in the Republican camp called for a 
cease fire and negotiated sunender to end tho bloodshed. The 
‘communists insisted on resistance tothe end, while preparing funds 
and aircrattofle the country. Finally a group o madarate Republican 
cficers with suppor from socialists and some anarchists staged a 
‘coup which ousted the communists from control of the government. 
‘This coalition tried in vain to negotiate an “honorable peace” with 
Franco while a second civ war raged between communists and their 
foes behind the fines. Meare al the front many units fought on but 
‘some began to surrender or dissolve. By the end of March the 
Nationals took control o all of Spain. 


Inthe final hours many anarchists choose tofight tothe death or 
‘commit suicide rather than surrender. Thousands escaped across the 
‘rer into France where they wer intemedin disease ridden camps 
‘whore thousands died. When the Nazis cocupied Francs these 
‘efugees were forced into labor projets by the Vichy regime. Some 
‘escaped to join the French resistance and eventually many served in 
the Free French army after Iberaion. The fate of those in Spain was, 
‘gf. Thousands were killed in the final Nationalist advance. The 
Francoist state was rthless and determined in ts attempt to destroy 
the workers movement. Some 2 milion people were imprisoned and 
200,000 executed after the civl war. Of these a large portion were 
‘anatchists, yon whom the repression fel heaviest. 


Nonetheless, the movement survived. Miftant veterans of pro- 
‘war poltical volenoe and three years of civil war took tothe hills and 
‘waged a guerifa struggle until the early 1950's. Exiles contindod to 
‘organize support for prisoners. and the underground movement, 

aly aftr the liberation of France, With the death of Francoand 
‘tho Thaw in Spanish poltical ifthe late 1970stho CNT and FA were 
able tore-emarge and resume the work tated a century earier. The 
anarchist movement ia Spain which reached such poaks and dopths 
has stood the fst of time and survived to romain a relevant poltical 


‘seems to be collaboration with the communists who manipulated 
‘workers movement to gain power then deserteditin the final hours, (it 
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= who had served as advisors in Spain and the Spanish 
eis atie emcees to 

‘clin wah ta grooves poses 

‘within the CNT bolore the war andthe fallure to realize the dangors of 
the poputa ron after the Asturian rising. Clearly members ofthe CNT. 
Jeadership were more than wilin to function in a bureaucratic fashion 
‘and join the governmert as ministers and functionaries tothe dismay 
cl the rank and fil. Ths has been used as a weapon in the argument 
‘agains organization. However, a counter argument can be made that 
the movement would never have become strong enough to warrant 
cabinet level representation without fity years of organization, 


‘The author urges anyone interested in anarchism to study the 

‘Spanish revolution and civil war to gain a broader understanding of 

hhow we can put our ideas into practi and problems which we might 

‘encounter. The study of history should lead us 10 2 more tolal 

Understanding of our own era so that we do not repeat past mistakes.

Tell us something about Project A-Bomb records. 
Goo: Jonestown started asa five-piece, and allo us

‘start a label to release our own stuff on. As a resuk of 
that, wave put out our own stl ina kmied capacty. 
Because of financial stl, we've released one of our 
own singles and roleased two other singles with other 
‘bands. Our LP just came out and financially we just 
couldn’ afford to put it out by ourselves in all the 


available formats, 50 we worked with TC! and they ~ 


fundeda lotof the project. dealistcaly, we would have 
loved to have done it ourselves, but realsticaly there 
was just no fucking way we could afford to dot our- 
selves financialy.

‘make atreaty with England and grab themselves some 
‘home rule which sill wouldn' be total separation from 
England and there was another group in the IRA that 
‘said were going 10 get Ulster, we're going to get 
‘everything, and we're not going to sign the treaty. My 
‘great-grandfather was part ofthat group and he some- 
how got himself into hot water and his lie was threat- 
‘ened, so as the lyrics said he was smuggled out of 
Ireland ina priest's costume. My grandfather went with 
him, he was 12 or 13 atthe time. They grew ups lish 
immigrants here at a time when being an immigrant 
from Ireland was like being a Hmong or a Mexican now. 
Definitely looked down upon, defintely trod upon, defi- 
ritely shit on. My grandiather is one of the semi- 
‘success stories of capitalism who worked himself up 
{rom that background and beyond all the bigotry. He 
‘Worked himself upin he telephone company in Chicago 
and he was a very powerful union leader but atthe same 
time he was just a straigh-out racist and bigot. So,on 
the one hand | really admire my grandather for what he 
‘had to go through and what he did, but atthe same time 
to this day I have to deal with this bullshit and the way 
he thinks. Tho songis not about the IRA at al, t's about 
immigrants who come into this country and work them- 
selves up to @ cortain level and now they look at 
incoming migrants or blacks and shit on them. 
‘What about “Hey Malcolm?” Is thatMaicolm Forbes? 
Dan: Yeah, that's about philanthropy and allthe bush 
that surounds it. People say, °Oh this is a kind 
rilionaire because he's setting up this foundation or 
he's sending twenty Kids to collage.”

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Nowhere olse is fanzine culture given a subver- 
sive legitimacy than in the pages of the dozens of 
‘queer, punk-oriented fanzines that have popped- 
up over the last few years. Circle-jerking the 
attitude of punk, the frustrations and humor of a 
‘queer existence and the do-it-yourself spritof the 
fanzine world, these rags have given a breath of 
freshairto this country's multtude of underground 
‘communities. With the correspondences created 
and the two queer fanzine conventions (Spew 1 
and 2, held respectively in Chicago and L.A. - get 
the new Bundle of Sticks for a ful report of Spew 
2.) queer zinas have opened up new sexual hori- 
‘zons for punks and fanzine editors while also 
‘giving queers who are tired of the gay disco scene 
‘a new outlet for venting their frustrations and 
desires. And now everyday there's anew dyke or 
fag sitting in frontot typewriter ranting and raving 
‘onto paper while listening to such homocore bands. 
as FIFTH COLUMN or TRIBE 8 and skating down 
to the nearest copy shop in hopeful anticipation 
thatthoirotforts will somehow keep them or some- 
cone else sane in this heterosexist poo! of muck. 


Editors of two of the grooviest queer publications 
‘round just happen to lve in Minnoapolis (not 
surprising considering there's atleast fifteen zines 
printed in South Minneapolis, alone) and one day 
Wwe all got together to chit-chat. Teg publishes 
Bundle of Sticks, an in-your-tace queer zine with 
‘some ofthe mostinciting, insightful writing around. 
Karen Platt is a local comic artist who selt-pub- 
lishes hir own comic book, Dolo Romy, and hir 
collaborative art zine, Oubliette. Shi is also in- 
volved with various art endeavors here within 
Minneapolis. So, yeah, ike | said we got together 
to chit-chat. 


Criterion: Lot's start with how the two of you 
‘became involved with doing fanzines andhow that 
evolved. 

Karen: studied with an alternative cartoonist, but 
he's getting more mainstream now: Charlie Burns. 
That's when |startedcartooning. He sortof shaped 
my idea of how much you can explore with car- 
toons and how they don't have to be... you know, 
Ninja Turtles! .So my niche couldn't be the main- 
stream market with what | was doing and my first 
book was primarily for lesbians, so | went the 
‘underground route. | went through Factsheet Five 
and sending out my books toa lot of underground 
aatahee to get tree press. | also ended up 


zines. Nothing ever inspired me, 
inanile (do ane shot only typo tango make 
fun of people - lampooning. Then v.D.'s and 
_Homocore came out and that was probably a big 
‘event in my life, because finaly someone was 
taking to me and saying things that I'd been 
thinking. After being a shameless consumer of 
those two publications | decided | could doit, too. 
Criterion: There seemed to be a big turn-around 
after those zines came out. I've been wondering 
how much things have really changed. | mean, 
even mainstream queer culture is fairly under- 
ground and I've been wondering if that punk 
attitude was already inherent in queer culture, if 
things have changed in queer culture in the last 
{ow years... orf that atitude was always present. 
Teg: It's funny because was lvingin Los Angeles 
jn 1979 when the whole hardcore thing really 
‘exploded out there. | have this theory that punk 
has its roots in a queer culture just from what | 
‘observed out on the West Coast, ike the dress 
they adopted, the frst people involved in that kind 
of aiifestyle... in that wholo phenomenon. Then 
‘somehowitevolvedinto whatwe know as punk, so 
Tight now | think i's only fiting that it coms full 
‘circle again. Now wo taka it rom thora, s0 I can 
rolato to what you're saying. 
Criterion: How do you see queer culture in the 
nineties. Do you think the homopunk zines and 
bands have made an impacton the queercommu- 
rity?

Karen: It's part of a larger thing that's happening 
evenin mainstream culture of media access being 
opened up to everyone. Like public access tele- 
Vision or filming your own home porn movies and 
‘selling them to everyone at the local... whatever. 
Everyone wants to be in print or be on television, 
Its good that communication is opening up and 
‘more people can be heard, but | think at somo 
point you'll see a backlash where some rules will 
bbe imposed to contain all of these grassroots 
vocalizations. 

Teg: You already see it in computer network, 
‘The government is starting to gain control and 
pass regulations in a realm which, up to now, has 
been totaly unregulated. They're beginning to 
take notice of these national and international 
computer nets and they want a piece of the action, . 
‘Tom Jennings from Homocore pereonally sot up 
Fidonet, anetwork with over 1500 members worid- 


in regards to this whole phenomena idea. | really 
liko the fact that everyone wants to get involved, 
butit sooms to be gotting more imitative. 'dlike to 
‘see more people stretch the limits and keop doing 
new things. There's a lt of incredible minds out 
there who are doing things and | think another 
thing you'l see soon is more collaborative efforts 
‘among all of these incredible minds, We don’t 
‘have to work alone, we can work together, 

Karen: There's more power in that, too. The zines

Karen: Yours to Teg] is more sexual and wide 
‘open than ming is, Mino's semi-conservative, | 
think. Even though | caught alot of flack because 
Romy had multiple partners. Somehow that was 
‘sounas a bad thing despite the fact that they were 
all consonting relationships. | actually think that 
''m sexually conservative and a lot of that comes 
through in what do. | don’t get how people don't 
{get that- most people assume that 'm totally wild. 
When | look at other lesbian zines I'm shocked in 
their male approach to sexuality, not that that's 
bad. I'm socialized in such a way that I'm sur- 
prised by their frankness and candor and the 
things they’re wiling to say about themselves and 
their soxual practices. | try to keep quite a bit of 
myself actually out of it and maybe leave people 
‘wondering whore | stand. Sex is power.. But in 
your's (to Teg) especially it sooms really political 
like i's a revolutionary act. 

‘Teg: | don't know ifit's ahidden agenda, butits a 
definite agenda with what | dowith sexuality in my 
zine. Basically what | want to do is challenge 
people's notions and | find that sex is the place 
Where people can be as free-spirited, tree-think- 
ing about any number ofissues, butwhen itcomes 
to thoir sexuality, they're usually pretty polarized 
‘and that leaves things pretty static and stationary. 


Tare good really standout, though, Like Bund 
of Sticks - its intelligently written and when you 
{ook att itdoesn't bore you. Alotot zines start to 
bore me because they're all the same and there's

much. But yours [to Teg] is a dialogue, for the

Griterion: A big part of most queer zines seems to 
be sexuality andintegrating that partof the editor's 
life into everything else. The sexuality aspect 
‘always seems to shine through. It's a main focus 
ofalotofthesezines. Ithinkthat’s mainly bocause 
these people have “come out” on paper to a ot of 
people. How do you two like to portray sexuality? 
In Dolo Romy, there was this whole concept of an 
underground femay! city where an oppressive 
hierarchy was stil present and sexuality seemied 
to be a big focus in the storyline. In Bundle of 
‘Sticks, there are a lot of diferent people's per- 
'spectives on things, but you (Teg) still seem to tie 


things and they don't budge, sometimes for their 
whole lives. Believe it or not, 'm actually fairly 
‘conservative sexually, as well, but | constantly ty 
to examine myself. That's all want other people 
to do with the stuff that | writ is to do the same 
thing: confront themselves. and know what it is 
theyre doing, because sex is power and if people 
‘aren't making use of that power, they're wasting it 
Criterion: It seems to be an easy way to get 
through to people, especially inthis society where 
‘most people have such a narrow perspective on 
thoir sexuality, like it's not connected to the rest of 
theirlife it's this separate entity that's only in their 
bed at certain times. 

‘Teg: Iread this thing by Robert Anton Wilson once 
‘and he says that we always look at people in two 
different ways: whether or notwe could beat them 
Lupitwe hadtoand whether or notwe'dlike to sleep 
with them, Andiin answering those two questions 
that determines how wa respond to everyone we 
‘come in contact with. do think that people are 
‘sexual all ofthe time. Like you say, itbecomes too 
compartmentalized and people don't realize that 
they'e sexval all the time.

Mainly because 
they'e integrated into most queer zines in one 
way or another. Also because there's a huge 


ja brick wall when talking about 
it, because I've never seen it as being a dualistic,

‘encounters, I'm always amused at some point. 
‘And SIM is ripe fodder for humor and | think i's 
‘lsoaway of exploringitcomfortably for mysolf, as 
far as writing about it and also for my readars,

‘don't always agroe with all of hir viewpoints, buta

So, in that way Itry to explore itand 
‘not judge it, but give some good information, 
For me, somebody being dominant over another 
or somebody being submissive, between con- 
senting adults, | thinkit's great.

What it means to be dominant and what it means 
to be submissive between ing adults, | 
don't know that I would have any problem with 
that. For me personally, from my experience, 1 
don’t rust anyone [agrecing nods abound]. | do 
however, value pain as a tool for selftransforma- 
tion and a tool to alter states of consciousness. 
[ve participated in Native American sun dancos, 
vision quests and various rituals and magickal 
disciplines where pain plays apart. Forpeoplenot 
involvedin those types of disciplines, Ican only toll 
you that from my own experience, pain is away of 
altering your state of consciousness. Anyone who 
has had an illness or has been in a lt of pain for 
along period of time knows that and if they've 
‘gone through that without medication tohelp them 
‘over it, they know that it drives you crazy.

Touted by the ad executives as “the ultimate shopping experience,” the maul will feature a 1,000- 
room hotel, a 16-ride amusement park called Camp Snoopy and hundreds of crappy litle shops selling 
Usoloss garbage. In a proposal that surprised many but actually makes perfect sense in this culture, 
tho planners wanted to attach a high schoo! to the maul, but the plan got scrapped for financial reasons, 

Expecting 40 milion visitors a year, the idea behind the mall is simple: got tourists (or locals) to 
sit and once inside, they'linever have to leave the complex. However, justin case the thought! baing 
‘cooped up in 2.5 milion square feet of retail stores and junk food joints makes you a bit claustrophobic, 
the kind social engineers, er, architects have planted an artifical forest of tees, plants and fake orecks 
10 provide the illusion that you're in Northern Minnesota; thank God you're really just two shops away 
{from a Dairy Queen! And no mosquitoes!

She was then 
taken into custody where she was severely re- 
brutalized. Police said, “You lite incian bitch, as 
they repeatedly bashed Suzanne's head into a 
desk. 

(On May 11, Suzanne was convicted ot felony 
assault against a “peace officer.” disorderly con- 
duct, and obstructing legal justice with force. The 
verdictwas handed down by an all-white jury. The 
‘men who beather and the police who rebrutalized 
her were never charged. The judge would not 
allow key testimony from a womyn jailer who. 
helped Suzanne get medical attention after she 
had been beaten. The jailer was fired from herjob 
‘six weeks before the verdict. 

Suzanne and her friends and supporters 
‘organized a successful letter writing campaign, a 
rally atthe attorney generat’ office that included 
civil disobedience, and packed the courtroom for 
the sentencing, As a result, the judge did not 
impose a jail sentence or fine, although she is on 
probation, Suzanne plans to organize a support

number were in the custody of the Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) in the wake 


More recent reports place the number 
at approximately 2000. Of the 1000 fed troops ir 


migrants deported so far 
lly sent toA., about 400 were INS pigs. 


In some cases INS cultural fascists were riding along with LAPD pigs. The LAPQ illegally 
turned at least 300 people directly over to the INS. 

Many folks were picked up for curfew violations. The curfew, like those in San Francisco 
‘and Berkeley, was both confusing and racist. Mayor Bradley said that the curfew did not

Such a 
person could add several names to the Whittier 
Alliance blacklist simply because he didn't tke 
their skin color. 

On the 
other side of I-35 is the Phillips neighborhood,

Alcoholism is a big problem in this commu- 
nity. The response of the community, which has a 
large number of usually well-meaning activists, 
was not to question the social factors which lead 
to drug abuse or helping abusers seek treatment. 
Instead it was more leftistliberal social engineer- 
ing run amok. The solution: close all the bars and 
liquor stores! Snyders Liquors, a neighborhood 
institution since 1959, was forced out of business 
by the city and pesky neighbors; so were the two 
local taverns, Mr. Arthur's andthe Anchor nn, Add 
to this the closing of nearby Jersey's and Norma 
Jean's and what emerges is a pattern of forced 
‘closings of small neighborhood bars frequented 
by minorities.

Building a counter-cultural 


movement starts from the bottom!

We've been spending quite a lot of our 
energy lately discussing among ourselves what 
Profane Existence means to us. This has meant 
4 lot of thinking out my own beliefs, examining 
what kinds of activities | want to involve myself in 
the collective, and how this relates to the other 
people in the collective. Judging by the mail we 
get and the number of people who want to “join™ 
Profane Existence | think this article will shed 
‘some light as to how we do things and why we do 
itthat way, This is part ofa larger arte I plan to 
write in the near future on anarchist organizing, 
bbutitwillserve as a good introduction and | will use 
our efforts as examples as much as possible. 
What | see as the logical beginning 
would be to point out the goals of Profane Exist- 
‘once. | think its obvious that we are all working 
here because we want to destroy the shackles 


placed upon us by corrupt political systems and 
bigoted social institutions—revolution, dude. It's 
painfully obvious that the only way the inhabitants 
of earth will ever be free is to destroy the iron fist 
the ruling elite keep us under. The ruling cass 
have built up for themselves a selt-perpetuating 
~ system of domination. They create divisions by 
race, class, gender, sexual preference and use 
‘such stupid things like what brand of beer you 
‘entire industries around perpetuating these div 


it works. You may be able to vote for a new 
government or buy Coke instead of Pepsi, but our 


existing dominant culture. We willbe crushed and 
co-opted. Punk started out as very big and rebel- 
lious threatin the mid-seventes, butif-punk" were 
really such a big threat than why is Henry Rollins 
fon the Dennis Miller show, why are the Clash 
selling Levi's Jeans and why are Nirvana on the 
top of the charts? 

Even with all the same co-option pre- 
vious counter-cultural movements have faced, 
unk should be given credit for retaining its integ- 
tity while its weaker elements are selling out tothe 
ruling class. Punkis one of the few countercultural 
‘movements to outlast its original shock and stil 
remain vital. The key to the staying power and 
continual growth of punk is essentially its own 
decentralized but highly organized structure. To 
ail those who groan at the word organization, 
listen up! Punkis one of the mosthighly organized 
Ccountercultural movements and is entirely anar- 
Chistic in structure. It has relatively few (stil too 
many) author piotoly 


‘based on the theory of mutual aid. That in itself 
‘makes punk a political entity no matter what those. 
‘sitting on the fence ofco-option Ike Fipsidetanzine 


‘tell you. 

Ina broader sense, itwe are to actually 
change things then there some things we have to 
ge further: We have to build our own economic, 
justice, and social systems. We have to do this all 
the while maintaining an equal emphasis towards 
destroying the existing culture and its fucked uf 
‘systoms. Ife want 1 do this then we have to got 
‘organized! This organizationis going tohavetobe 
at all levels and across all cultural boundaries, 
However, the biggest social change we need to 
‘make is to change from a culture of mass to a 
culture of thousands autonomous units, cells col- 
lectives; whatever. 

| cringe every time we get a lettor by 
‘someone wanting to join Profane Existence, Por- 
hhaps we haven't made this clear enough but we 
are against the dominant culture and against the 
‘methods of organizing the dominant culture, The 
dominant culture is one based on mass. Mass 
movements, mass politcal parties and mass mi- 
rations to shopping malls during the holidays. 
It's been said by a more than a few ignorant 
dickheads that “the masses are assos." While | 
don't think that's really rue, when you think in a 
mass then youlose your individuality and become 
just another faceless sheep in the flock. Our 
‘strength is based upon the individuality of each 
‘person and there’s no room in a mass movement 
{or individual intuition. Further, this lack of indi- 
viduality stunts self-worth and motivation. The 
‘only thing holding mass movements together is a 
professional leadership and an ample supply of 
people to keep it together. Consumers buy Coca 
Cola and ignorant do-gooders join political move- 
ments. 1am profoundly convinced that people are 
attheircreative and productive bestwhen they are 
left to tackle a problem by themselves or with a 
‘small number of like-minded people. The fewer 
people, the less compromise. However, there are 
few people in this world who can make sweeping 
‘changes on their own and cooperation among 
individuals is what it's going to take to make an 
impact. While | believe anarchy means creating 
‘chaos in the face of aw and order, i's alsoa fancy 
term for cooperation, as my friend Doyle pointed 
have chosen our own collective structure. I would 
like to go on to further explain the strength of 
autonomous collectives, politcal groups and ac 
tion “cells.” | also want to explain the even mo 
powerful organizations thatcan come aboutwhen 
they gettogether and form non-leadership federa- 
tions. Unfortunately | will have to postpone the 
later for a later article because | want to explain 
collective structure in some detail here. 

‘The basic definition of a collective is 
people coming together to share resources and 
skills to get a common task accomplished. This 
‘could be anything from growing food, running a 
‘shop or printing punk rock T-shirts. A collective 
‘can be just one person if that's all that is needed 
to getthe task accomplished. The purpose of the 
collective is to accomplish tasks and replicate 
itself instead gaining members. The larger the 
collective, the more paople involved, the more 
compromise and finally you're back again to a 
‘non-democratic structure, 

A collective is where all the people 
involved have control over the decision-making 
process and reap the direct benefits of collective 
‘organization. Control by a small group or minority 
is the enemy of the collective. So-called collec- 
tives like many of the present food co-ops have a 
board of directors who make the decisions and in 
many cases the workers are prohibited from any

long as we bow down to it or be co-opted into 
it. The strength of the collective is that it sos its 
‘own agenda and.can concentrate on completing a 
task athand, There are no orders from some boss 
‘one rung up on the ladder and the only boss there 
is topleaseis the individuals of the collective. Only 
iif collective situation can decisions on exactly 
how things should be done and work be based on 
ability, noton unrealistic demands from someone: 
outside the group doing the work. 

Size is of tho utmost importance to the 
collective. The smaller the collective, the more 
ceficienty it will run, Large organizations tend to 
{form an elite who direct the labor and those doing 
the labor are minimized by becoming only a tiny 
fish in a large school. As stated so eloquently in 
the pamphlet Ant-Mass Methods of Organizing 
for Collectives (Shrinking Publications and Disti- 
‘bution / P.O. Box 610 / Edinburgh EH15 1UG / 
Scotland); “The strength of a collective les in its 
social organization, not in numbers. Once you 
think in terms of recruiting, you might as well join 
the Army.” A collective must ensure that everyone 
isinvolvedwith the decision-making process. The 
larger the numbers the more difficult this will be. 
‘The collective should be concemed with replicat- 
ing itself, not adding to its membership. The 
strength of a collective is its small sizo and resil- 
iency when mass movements tend to fall apart 
easily. Collectives are the localized heart of 
‘activity and the smaller the focus of activity then 
the less chances it has of breaking apart. Obvi- 
‘ously, there are situations where larger organiza- 
tions are necessary, like community organizing 
and so on. In my next article on federation 
structures | wil go into this with some detail so be 
patient, please! 

Now I'd like to relate a litle bit ofthis 
thought to our own situation. For a long time 
Profane Existence was pretly much a colectve ot 
‘wo orthree people. Obviously the amountof work 
wwe had to do was monumental so we often found 
volunteers to help. However, we realized that this 

|was neither democratic nor efficient. And 
‘since we don't possess super-human powers we 


handat meetings the level ofenthusiasm drops off 
considerably! We had 15-20 people floating in 
and out of our weekly meetings with many never 
‘showing up a second time. This was really frus- 
trating when it came to making decisions and 
‘caused some resentment within the ranks of the 
dedicated workers. 3 
We felt the solution to this was to make

the collective to function democratically and eff- 
ciently we realized we were going to need some 
‘broad changes in our very loose structure. We 
hammered out what kinds of changes we felt 
‘needed to be made and wrote it all up in the form 
of a collective charter which has proved quite a 
valuable resource in formalizing a structure and 
provided a point of agreement for everyone. We 
felt the closing of the collective was our frst step 
‘and went through all the rigamarole of figuring out 
‘such things as what constituted membership in 
the collective. For security reasons a closed 
collective is vital as well as giving us an exact 
‘number of people to. counton to do various things. 
Even with aclosed group we stilifeltthe 
relatively large size of our group would hamper our 
ability to get things done and saw that we were 
‘wasting time making decisions as a whole group 
for things that only affected a small part of the 
collective. Hence, we split the collective up into 
‘eight smaller collectives, which we call working 
‘groups,” and set a limit on the amount of people 
who could be involved with each working group. 
Ideally, acolectve need only havea single work- 
ing group but the amount of task the P.E. Collac- 
live has taken on necessitates several small col- 
lectives working in unison. We also sot. limit on 
the numbers of working groups each person could 
be an active, decision-making member in to keep 
‘one person from having to much power. There is 
stil a great deal of overlap within the different 
working groups and each group is autonomous to 
make its own decisions regarding its own activi- 
‘Bes. We've managed to practically double our 
productivity, while having less people than just six 
‘months before... What I'm saying is that to bettor 
focus our energies we narrowed down the scope 
‘of each small group. By all working in unison we 
‘accomplish the total organization of Profane Ex- 
istonce. We hammered r 


about us making rules but everyone in the collec- 
‘ive agreed to our structure andwe are not impos- 
ing this on anyone unwillingly. This new structure 
hhas been such a great success, albeit a bit awk- 


The way we have set up the Profane 
Existence Collective intemally leads into large 
organization ofthe collective structure.

cover local, regional and national federations. 
‘Successful anarchist organizing has always been

“The opening of Emma Centeris a small victory in

“The idea to open an anarchist organized commu- 
nity center came out of discussions in TCAF (Twin 
Cities Anarchist Federation) meetings last winter. Some 
‘general goals were laid out inthe beginning: The center 
‘would function to tighten the anarchist community in 
the Twin Cities, serve as an educational information 
tool and network, and be able to provide certain ser- 
vies tothe surrounding communities like child care, a 
food shelf, soup kitchen,a bookstore, a mecting place 
for anarchist organizing. and a place for accessible all- 
age gigs and events like art shows, theatre, and other 
forms of performances. TCAF spent a few months 
‘tying to rainstorm and hash through allthis talk in the 
‘hopes that tak would lead to action. So, because 
discussion was starting to feel just like that and only 
that, we realized that TCAF was not the place for 
‘organizing the center because TCAF is not and should 
‘nol be singulary focused on one issue. But many of us 
also felt the need to be devoting more time to the 
advancement of the community center beyond more 
than a theory or idea. So TCAF decided to form a 
‘caucus that would deal solely with the commanity 
center. What came out of these weekly mectings was 
the establishment of proposed working groups that 
‘would keep Emma functioning asa collective of inde- 


Countable to a larger general assembly. We wrote 
proposed Community Center Chanter, and a set of 
{communty center principles. 

‘We then went ahead and applied for non-profit 
status, which we now have. 

‘Our lease stared July 1, so that makes seven 
‘monthes that we've been talking, researching andplan- 
‘ning this action. In that penod of time many of us 
feamed alot about anarchist structure and collectivity. 
‘After signing the lease alot of people became acti 
‘a massive cleanup and recontruction. We had five big 
general assembly meetings in the center before we 
‘opened. They have been the most panticaptory large 

nectings I've

center in an anarchist way. 
MEMBERSHIP 

‘Emma is a membership-ren organization. Only 
those who are members of the collective have a vote 
and may serve on a committee. Members are those 
people who pledge $10.4 month to Emma to keep it 
financially table or those who volunteer five hoors = 
‘month to keep the place running. We made Emma a 
‘membership collective so that those people who are 
direciy involved with Emma are the ones who decide 
its future. If we weren't member-run and anyone who 
walked into one of our mestings could vote, Emma 
‘could be overrun by Commies, liberal do-gooders, or 
even fascists. Emma is our space and we plan to keep 
itthat way. Anyone is invited to be a member as long 
‘1 sh is willing to put inthe time and/or money and 
agrees to abide by our policies (see sidebar) 

ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 

“The basic organizational structure of Emma is 
federal: powers distributed among smal (3-5 person) 
‘autonomous committees who are accountable to and 
united by the whole collective in monthly general 
assemblies. Some of the committees we have are 
financial, merchandise, coordinating, propagands, 
‘women's space, security, and community relations. 
Committees do the bulk of the work and are auiono~ 
‘mous intheir day-to-day activities, but each committee 
is accountable to the entire collective and each 
committee's goals and proposals are subject 10 ap- 
proval by the collective. All actions by committees are 
subject criticism by any member ofthe collective (as 
well as from people outside the collective) at general 
assemblies. All committees work in a direct demo- 


«cratic fashion. Rotation of committee membership is 
‘voluntary, though strongly encouraged. We wantany- 


‘ove who is interested in working on committer to 
hhave an opportunity to do 30, 
‘General assemblies mect on the last Monday 


‘made by a one-person one-vote basis where each per- 
son has equal power. Optimally, decision aremade by 
‘consensus, but if consensus cannot be reached on a 
‘mater that requires a decision, decisions are made 
‘based on « 1wo-thirds majority vote within the colle 
tive. Dissenting opinions are given full expression 
before and alter any vote, and effons are made to 
accommodate minority interests as much a posible 
without damaging the integrity ofthe collective and tha, 
democratic process. 

However, despite our charter, ultimate power 
resides in the general assembly, not some written 
‘document. The charter, which merely helps us formal- 
ie (and remember!) our structure in order to prevent 
informal hierarchies from developing, can be changed 
‘a any general assembly (and it has!) so long as the 
‘changes made are in keeping with the spirit of ahe 
‘original charter and Emma's policies and Statement of 
Purpose. This keeps Emma’s organization flexible to 
the needs ofthe collective and (hopefully) the commu- 
‘ity, while keeping folks from being able to change the 
Chartersothey eanelecta King ora Vanguard Commit- 
tee or some other form of authoritarian bullshit 


books, zine’, records and locally mide ans and erfts, 
offering daycare, having gigs and plays, having an 
anarchist coffeehouse, providing an open space for 
meetings etc), we thoughtit was ax simple a finding 
‘space and doing it. Oh naivetel We went out, found 
‘ourselves a cool, cheap space, began fixing it up, and 
{generally had out hopes sky high andthe cockles of our 
file antiauthoriarian hears all warm and cuddly. 
However, trouble soon brewed. After a routine 
«allio theneighborhond association by the community 
relations committee to say “Hil We're here!" and to 
establish some son of comminication with them, we 
‘were met with all sons of questions, concems, and 
furrowed brows (okay, 50 we talked to them on the 
phone, but I'l bet their brows were furrowed). We

PAYING THE BILLS 

‘Sobow inthe hell are we going 1o pay for Emma? 
“There are two primary methods: selling merchandise 
and soliciting pledges. Selling merchandise (mostly 
books, periodicals, record, and locally made staff) is 
pretty self-explanatory, but pledges area bit unortho- 
ox fors store. Basically to ensure that we can pay our 
rentand guarantee ourfinancial stability, weaskpeople 
(mostly from the anarchist and punk communities) 10 
pledge cera amount of money to Emma perThonth. 
‘We ask foranything people canaffordto send, whether 
it's $5 orS50. Ifpeople pledge $10 or more permonth, 
they are considered collective members and thus can 
vote in general assemblies and serve on commitles, 
“The pledge system, as long as people take it seriously, 
really helps the center financially and allows us to 
‘worry about more important things than money, lke 
how to have an anarchist good time in the space! 

HASSLES AND OTHER CRAP 

‘There have been plenty of headaches in putting 
Ema together. Besides some really long meetings 
‘and a lack of money to put into getting merchandise, 
‘we'vehad hassles from the nice, liberal cty of Minne- 


is. 

First, they decided to tear up the street infront of 
‘our store for a half mile in either direetion. Right now 
the street is total chaos, puting a hamper on a lot of 
‘walk-in and drive-by business we hoped to get from the 
‘neighborhood andmaking thenpace inaccessibleenough 
for people to avoid coming over. Right now, Emma is 
accessible via 35th Street, but Bloomington avenue 
‘won't be open until September at the earliest, and 
‘maybe not until Thanksgiving, so this was a fine 
welcome by the City of Lakes. 

‘ZONED OUT 

However, road construction has been but a fleck 
‘of dust on a rare 7" compared to the major headaches 
‘we've had with the Minneapolis zoning commission, 
‘You see, when we began thinking about how great it 
‘would be to have an anarchist community center, we 
‘brainstormed a bunch of ideas and then made more 
formal proposals tothe collective. Once we approved 
the proposals and developed some idea as to what we 
‘wanted to do with the center (which included selling 


surprise, found ourselves at the top of agenda. The 
people were nice enough and I doubt they were out 0 
fet us, but they introduced us to a nightmare from 
‘which we're still recovering: zoning. They asked us if 
‘we were oned forthe things we wantedtodo, if wehad 
off-street parking, if wehad runthis through the zoning 
office and ourlocal city council “representative,” ete 


Uhhh, err, ve don’t know. 


‘So ve called the 2oning office the neat day and 
found out that half the stuff we wanted to do, we can’t 
because we aren’t zoned for it. Making a long, painful 
story shor, we finally went down tothe zoning office, 
talked to.a Zoning aide, and found out exactly what we 
could do: sel books, “gifts,” have a reading room inthe 


front of the store, and allow 
‘private clubs" to havemest- 
ings athe space, This won't 
cramp our style too much, a 
‘we're still going todoalot of 
‘great things, but it is drag. 
‘The moral of the story 

9 ifyou're goingiodothings 
the legal way ike we have 
(ie. by not squatting), check 
‘out the zoning ofa space be- 
re you signa lease, because 
s really hard to change the 
zoning, as we found out. You 
see, we decided to try to up- 
{grade the zoning because it 
‘would give us more flexbil- 
ity with the space, but to 
change zoning you have to 
{eta list of propery owners 
‘within 100 feet of the space 
land haye 23 of them sign an 
affidavit saying that they ap- 
prove of youtrying tochange 
your zoning. Theoretically, 
you then take these signa- 
‘urestothe City Council, who 
‘then yotes to approve/disap- 
‘prove the rezoning proposal. 
However, the polities ofthe 


‘Situation are quite different. Property owners’ signa- 
tures are not enough. If you don'thavethe approval of 
‘your ward’s city couneil person (ours is Tony Scallon, 


gesting a zoning upgrade are next to zero, no matter 
hhow many signatures you have. Of course, both the 
‘neighborhood association and our good ex-cop friend 
strongly discouraged us from trying torezone, because 
it supposedly lowers the surrounding property values 
and because once you rezone a space it says at that 
zoning even afier you move out. So, while both groups 
‘said they had no problems with what we wanted 10 do 
with the space, rezoning would allow “less savory” 
‘businesses tomove in afterus, Realizing what we were 
Uupagainst, we decided to keep our zoning and ive with 
it, 

‘This whole zoning thing is fucked because it’s 
tojally bureaucratic, classst, and has this whole facade 
that somehow the community is controlling 

ny. Like all good goverment agencies, zoning is 


‘and Tony Scallon's office trying to find out what we 
‘could do, who's approval we needed, what our options 
‘were, and other headaches. If bereaueracy isn't an 
‘argument for anarchy, I don't know what is! 

‘Like most goverment agencies in the U.S., the 
‘whole rezoning procedure is totally biased toward the 
‘middle and upper classes. Note that we needed signa- 
tures from surrounding property owners, never mind 
that everyone who lives or works around us rents.

Equally infuriating, this whole process has 
smeliy air of fegitimacy because the “community 
supposedly has power to influence the city council's 
decision. The"community"is supposedly represented 
by the neighborhood association — who actually do 
have inflvenial power with the city council in these

Powderhorn Co-op is a worker managed collec- 
ive, I is a good example of a counter-institution at 
work; that's why we decided to interview them. Right 
“now Bloomington Avenue in front of Powderhorn is 
closed due to consiructions, which is affecting their 
‘business. Help Powderhorn Co-op stayaliveand show 
‘your support by shopping there, Powderhorn islocated 
‘at $440 Bloomington Ave: (724-5588). 

Joel: Why don't you explain the story of going 
{from a consumer-managed co-op to a worker-run col- 
lective co-op, How did that change come about? 

Liza: Joe and I got hired around the same time, 
fall of'90, We were working with five other people and 
manager and an assistant manager and things were 
really fucked up there, I found out that I was getting 
‘Paid less than all the others —mostly men — whohad 
gotten hired after me, We were alienated workers and 
‘we hated it, We started meeting in the basement of the 
co-op, just six of us, and we started organizing our- 
selves and became angricr and angrier. We went tothe 
‘board with a numberof issues that we had, like the pay 
‘inequity that was blatant sexual discrimination, sched- 


board meeting about a month after I'd been hired and 
‘wastold that couldn’tstay at this meeting —itwas just 
for board members and workers didn’t have a place 
there. We were upset that workers couldn't oto board 
‘mectings and couldn’thave a say in how the co-op was 
rin even though we were the ones that were there day 
today. Andthe whole thing about scheduling waskind 


of weird because what was going on was before we 
started meeting was that the manager would pit us 
‘against each otherin erms of pay. People who wereon 
betterterms with him would get betterhours, We didn’t 
really start to realize this until we started meeting in the 
basement like Liza said and everybody started coming 
‘out with all these stories that were really similar. 
Everybody was really getting mad. 

Liza: We went to the board a number of times 
“with issues that we wanted and the board gave us lot 
‘of what we asked for. We asked for pay equity and our 
‘own scheduling. We got to be in charge of our own 


Joel: How does your work with AWOL connect 


“with the work you did at collectivizing the co-op and 
hhow does this go slong with the revolutioary anarchist 
‘working principles of AWOL? 

Joe: [Anarchy] needs to be more than just a 
smash the state philosophy . We need to develop 
democratic practices and develop ideas about how 
‘workplace democracy functions and about how com- 
‘munity democracy functions and how to create non- 
aliening ways of interacting and so this seemed to be 2 
really good idea because it could be a community food 
resource and within the food resource could be a place 
for democratic practice: non-hierarchical, anti-sexist,

capitalist and ant-statist, so that’s a major part of it 


'sclearto me what your political agen- 
ddas are from knowing you and knowing that you're 
anarchists and knowing that you work with AWOL but 
What are the real things that you need to confront 
around racism, sexism, and homophobia, inthe co-op, 
either within the collective or between the worker! 

What is your relationship with 
the community evolving into? How do you end up

Liz: I think that’s a big question, but as we said

fucked over by management and sometimes by the 
board too because they had hired the manager. So 
finally the staff compiled a staff report and we said, 
“This is what we've done this year." The board didn't 
even want our staff report but we were like yea! we're 
onna do itl So we wrote up this staff report and atthe 
‘end we said we recommend collectivization — we've 
been working for this for overa yearand thisis what we 
recommend and it was amazing because we wenttothis 
‘membership meeting expecting nothing, not even to 
‘get heard, and the members that were there voted to 
ccollectivize. It was really amazing: we were so sur- 
prised! Inthe middle ofthe meeting Amy, this womyn, 
‘who used to work there, and I were sitting nexttoeach 
‘other and we were clutching each other like “Oh my 
‘204, this is happening, this is really happening.” 

Justine: Were the workers in solidarity about 

collectivization or did people end up leaving? Were 
there mostly anarchists behind the movement towards 
collectivization? 
Liza: [think there were a lot of divisions in the 
‘staff, a lot of politcal differences. No, there was not 
‘unity, Joe was actually gone on a speaking tour and so 
1 was working with alot of different factions and it was 
really divisive and the manager continued to pit us 
‘against each other, There wasn’t a whole lot of ni 
although we did prepare this report and we were all in 
favor of collectivizing. Weallhad completely different 
ideas abouthow we were going odoit, what that would 
‘entail, how that would involve our old manager. A 
‘couple of us insisted that we would only recommend 
ccollectivizing if we could star. anew and get rid of the 
‘old staff and make it a real democratic prosess and 
involve people in the community and get people in the 
‘community toapply, We made itcenainthat if we went 
collective we would hire a whole new staf and 50.8 lot 
‘of pcople were against that because they didn't wantto 
lose their jobs. 

Joel: So the manager ended up getting fired. 

Liza: Right. 

Joel: This may seem a little off the subject but 
‘could you briefly explain AWOL? 

Paul: AWOL is an ecological anarchist politica 
collective that’s been around for close to two years, 
based in Minneapolis. We do a lot of different work 
around a lot of different issues. We do militant street 
protests and education and confront intemal dynamics. 
We're a Youth Green local. 

‘Liza: Some of us put out Free Society 


Reese Oe ete eee ae 
‘well together and if people need to deal with racism, 
‘sexism, or homophobia, that can be a safe place to do 

that — within the collective. 
Maybe somebody could explain what = 


‘Liza: I think t's hardto talk abouta revolutionary eee 5 


collective within the capitalist system. I mean, we're 
definitely a capitalist business right now. Commodities 
are exchanged and there's a customer service entity 
About the whole thing and so it's hard to think that. 
although I would like fort to be potentially revolution 
ary it'shard to see it as being a revolutionary thing right 
now. Itis definitely a much more democratic place of 
‘work than Ihave ever been in because all six of us are 
equally important and we all make decisions together 
by consensus and all of our voices are valid. We all 
realize that and work with that and that’s really impor- 
tant. Most people don’tever getthat experience at all — 
‘working in a collective — and it's a really important 
experience. also means people need totake initiative 
and that's hard because we're so used to being peons 
‘working the cash register. I's really hard to talk about 
being a really revolutionary collective. 

Joel: Well then, what's the purpose of being a 
collective at this stage? 

Liza: Tohave ademocratic workplace with people. 
1 think potentially if we become a real community 
institution, a real counter institution, then there's po- 
tential for real change. 

Joe: Well I think collectives are revolutionary 
nature anyway, ifthey operate as ademocraticsinuation 
thatallows everybody to interact socially in a way that 
they can call each other on stuff and also support cach 
‘other in initiatives, and it helps us unlear hierarchy. 
We're brought up in a society that’s almost entirely 
based on hierarchy and domination, so as Liza said we 
‘don't get that experience to work non-hierarchically, 
‘we're used to working as individuals or ina stratified 
situation: In that way collectives can bea really good 
‘way for us to begin to develop new kinds of social 
‘bondsand new ways of interacting with each other, not 
Jjust based on being friends or based on working for 
something. Collectives encompass both and help us 
reshape ourselves and consciousness. 

Joel: How do you see collectives fitting into 
anarchist theory? 

Paul: They're a ig part of anarchist practice. The 
‘Spanish Anarchists were organized into workplace 


collectives and those collectives, over a seventy year 
period leading up tothe 1936 revolution, laid the basis 
for social revolution. In that sense [think Powderhom 
is like a small step towards social revolution. Fagree 
with Liza, we're not yet a really revolutionary institu- 
tion because we're sil enmeshed in the market and we 
still have commodities and we still have tomark up our 
Prices, but at least we've done away sith the typical 
‘capitalist wage labor dynamic. The subversive side is 
that we have done away witha boss, We've done away 
with the idea of capitalists exploiting our labor and 
‘being alienated about what we do inthe store. We do 
find personal fulfillment, but we're also chipping away 
at the market because we can decide as a collective 
‘what we can buy, who we want to buy from. We can 
decide how much we want to mark things up and how 
‘much we want 10 mark things down and we can begin 
‘aking steps towards creating a real liberatory institu 
ton and also provide an example to other people 10 
ollectivize. Hopefully, the example of Powderhom 
‘could spread and people can begin getting these expe- 
riences in self-management and beginning totake over 
their work places, which is what ultimately is so impor- 
tant to social revolution. So it’s kind of a small step 
jowards what we want, Andit's really aconerete thing, 
100, more that just ideas. 
Justine: You're aligned with North Country Co- 
‘op. Have you ever talked about forming a federation of 
collectives? Are there enough collectives in the Twin 
Cities to do that? 
Liza: Well there are four business collectives — 
‘The New Riverside Cafe, North Country Co-op, The 


‘Seward Cafe, and Powderhom Co-op, andit'sinterest- 
ing. After we started organizing, the East Calhoun Co- 
‘op staff, where there are anarchists working, stated 
‘organizing and they still have a manager and staff, bu

Joel: And that's existing today?

Paul: I think it’s a really complicated question 
because you can have collective living situations, col- 
lectivized workplaces and political collectives, but 
then also for a community you can have other forms of 
democratic decision making bodies, like community 
assemblies where people from various collectives or 
workplaces could come together more as members of, 
the community [than asa collective]. There's a danger 
if you just put an emphasis on workplace collectives in 
1 som of anarcho-syndicalist model that the workers 
‘could then develop hierarchical relationships to the 
‘community, so you could have this democratic work- 
place but they're polluting the river orthey’re building.

‘munity that even though you have a democratic work

Liza: In elation to the co-op, there's been prob- 
Jems in the past with other co-ops that I know of that 
are collectives where the membership doesn’t agree 
with what the co-op is doing and the collective acts 
‘entirely on their own and that creates positions of real 
hierarchy and it’s important to have, like Paul was 
saying, places of accountability outside the collective. 

Justine: So what do we do with places like The 
‘Wedge [a consumer co-op in the Twin Cities} that call 
themselves a co-op when they're a huge business? 
‘Powderhom is such an educational tool and an example 
of real collective structure, but when you're coming up 
‘against something like The Wedge and whatthey relate 
to the community, how do we deal with that ? How do 
wwe educate the community on how fucked-up The 
Wedge is? 
Joe: Par ofits just trying to recapture an ethic of what 
«160-0 should be, which I don’t think The Wedge falls 
into, They have rally strict management practices and 
it conainly operates like almost any other kind of 
institution. When co-ops firstbeganinthelatc eighteen 
‘hundreds, they were workers’ co-ops to get rid of the. 
‘bourgeois middle man and find ways to advance revo- 
Iutionary struggle. Soco-ops would not only be, in our 
instance, a food resource, but would also be an educa- 
tional iool and would advance revolution. Co-ops can 
either do that or not do that and North County attempts 
todoitsome and Powdethomatiemptstodoitsome.

Joel: What kind of communication should collec- 
tives like Powderhom and Emma be making with the 
larger community? We're two mostly white collec- 
Lives operating in a largely African-American neigh- 
borhood. How are we going to start making these 
‘connections? How do we start talking to people about 
collectives or talking to people’ about anarchy and 
‘gaining respect from the community’*It seems like 
such a massive issue, 

‘oe: Ithink one thing is face-to-face communica 
tion and just talking on the street, That's a big thing. 
‘That's really important and that begins to build trst. 
Knowing how to sensitively ask questions about the 
rncighborhood and get a sense of what’s going on and 
listening is a big thing. If we just try expounding 
revolutionary ideas down people's throats, it's obvi- 
‘ously not going to work and shouldn't, Also, if we: 
collectives begin to actin solidarity with things that are 
‘happening in the neighborhood, things that are being 
initiated by neighborhood people, Black or white, find 
‘outhow we could assistthrough our own resources, I's 
our jb 0 just asst fra while and buld up a tack 
record of trustworthiness. 

Paul: In addition to this face-to-face thing, Ithink 
demonstrating dedication and confidence, that we are 
‘serious about what we're doing and dismissing alot of 
the stereotypes about anarchists by showing that Emma 
ean function na way that's open tothe community, and 
with Powdethom we talk about anarchism and a lot of 


= people who shop there know we're anarchists and the 


fact that we're there and we're doing this thing, we're

‘The dumbshits that think they rule the 
‘Twin Shitties have concocted yet another brilliant 
‘scheme to improve things forthe rich, of course at 
the expense of the poor They want to take the 
‘38W freeway that runs south through Profane 
Existence Territory to the airport, Maul of 
‘Amerikkka, and endless horrible suburbs and 
‘expand it, enlarge it, maybe add alitie ight rail 
transit so lame arsed suburbanites can save five 
minutes of travel time from their stupid litte anal 
shit boxes of a house to their oppressive mind 
rotting indentured servitude in the prison office 
towers downtown. Four of the five plans for the: 
freeway expansion the government is studying 
involve huge amounts of money, ten or more 
years of construction, and massive destruction of 
houses and businesses that now lie in the way.

Freeways Keep America Free 

35W was built as part of the federal 
government Cold War effort. The national inter- 
state system was greatly expanded after the Sec- 
ond World War as part of a defensive structure to 
deal with the coming Commie invasion, | guess in 
Minnesota's case from Canada (look out!). The 
“National Defense Highway” also helped the car 
industry because no matter where you build a 
road, people who can attord to will buy cars and 
drive on them. By the time it was finished in 1967, 
ithad plowed through some of the poorest neigh- 
borhoods in town — Phillips and Whittier — divid- 
ing and conquering and atthe same time keeping 
downtown clean and separated from the mostly 
Native and African American population thatiivein 
these neighborhoods. It worked: Phillips and 
Whittier, though better off than many other Amen- 
can inner cities, are basically war zones, @ con- 
‘stant heavy poLICE presence: a lot of people in 

desperate circumstances. 

‘35W and the entire interstate system 
also gave industry an infrastructure to transport 
‘goods around the city and the county, making 
way for the moving of industry and jobs from the 
inner city to the far suburbs, out of reach for those: 
jn the inner city who are too poor to afford.a car. A 


jould expand it to a ten lane super highway, with 
‘another ten lanes stacked on op at certain places: 
‘and special carpool lanes, and two that would 
‘expandit and put some Light Rail Transit (LAT) in 
at the same time. The expected cost would be 
‘somewhere around a billion bucks. 1400 units of 
housing would be destroyed, forcing 3400 people 
tomove. 300innercity jobs wouldbe replaced with 
‘concrete, and people wholivenearorcommute on 
‘35W wouidface ten years of construction hell. And 
itwill be obsolete when its done because what- 
fever growth that will go on in ths city will be done 
along the best transportation routes; where ever 
you build a highway people will come, More cars 
‘coming from the suburbs means an even more 
‘congesteddowntown, butnotin any positive sense. 
Many on-off ramps on the South side will be 
closed, making the highway even less accessible 
tothe residents thatcan atfordcars. Three percent 
of the people that live in the supposedly “liberal” 
Twin Cities rely on public transportation, a poor 
‘Statistic when compared even to the urban U.S. 
average of 5%, let alone somewhere even a litle 
bit saner, 

‘The automobile (along with TV) is one 
of the main things that's totally wrong with this 
‘country. They cost money. They need gasoline 
which has to be shipped from far away, from 
countries that the United States has to start wars 
with in order to maintain a steady supply, a sub- 
stance that's going to start running out sometime 
in the next century. They pollute this earth worse 
than anything else. They kill tons of thousands a 
year in automobile accidents. They are the back- 
‘bone of this nation's economy. They must be 
destroyed. 

Public transportation, though nowhere 
near perfect. isalitie better. Atleast more people 
{get moved from point A to B using less resources, 
‘and costing less money. LAT is an electric train 
‘system proposed to go from Bumsville to down- 
‘town Minneapolis up the middle of 35W and un- 
<erground through downtown and perhaps above 
(ground all the way to St. Paul. Both government's 
plans for LAT include expanding 35W greatly as 
‘ell this is dumb because if people can drive their 
‘cars, then they wil, nd then no one will take the 
‘vain. The city buses are already at a twenty year 
low as ar as ridership. From personal experience

I've seen anywhere, The buses end at 1:00 AM, 
‘which is way too early, that moans taxis if you're 
rich or long and possibly dangerous walks if you're 
‘not the service to the suburbs is strictly geared 
towards 9 to 5 downtown workers (ignoring the 
‘many suburban jobs available), the routes that are 
there don't run often enough and it's fucking 
‘expensive. The government's plans for LRT also 
‘include very few stops in poor neighborhoods. 
LRT would be a train for suburban people to get io 
‘and trom work downtown and would be of very 
litle benefit for the working poor. 
Public Transportation is Un-American 
‘The neighborhood associations poten- 
tially mostaffected by these proposals have banded 
together and formed the Neighborhood Transpor- 
tation Network (NTN) in opposition to the 
goverment's plans. Earlier this year there was a 
‘crass attemptto push the state's proposals through 
‘without much public comment. A hearing was: 
held in appropriately named Richfield, a suburb, 
and inaccessable to the inner city folks most 
affectedby the proposals. It was supposedly the 
public's only chance to let the government know 
what they thought about the whole thing. The NTN 
managed to organize enough people to go to the 


hearing to turnitinto a marathon 7 hour meeting 
The stato is now reconsidering its options and has 
delayed the decision to next January, which is a 
small victory tor community organizing. 

The NTNhas drawn up their own countor 
proposals tothe state's plans, Itcalls for LRT to be 
pout in the middle of the already existing 35W, 
‘making the highway smaller and destroying only a 
‘couple of houses. This would mean people would 
have to take public transportation duringrushhour 
yet goods could still be moved on the highways in 

off peak times. It would decrease our reliance on 
‘gasoline (whather it's in cars or buses, i's stil evi 
stuff). Their proposal would also put stopsin all the 
neighborhoods, in the hopes that shops andstores 
willspring up around the various stops, revitalizing 
at least certain parts of economically depressed 
‘hoods. It would also open up jobs in the suburbs 
to the unemployed of the inner city. Barring a 
revolution in92”,we feel thatthisis the better ofthe 


options. 
Get With The Program 
But seeing as the Revolution begins 
tomorrow, this is the fucking scoop. To us the 
entire concept of travelling long distances every- 
day just to make a living is dumb, dumb, dumb, 
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‘Our vision ofthe future sees, itnot the destruct 
of cities themselves, at least the breaki 
<down into smaller self-sufficient neight 
using way less resources and putting less 
burden on the Earth.

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Many historians of the anarchist movement 
's00 the Spanish Civil War and the Second World 
‘War as the end of the “classical” anarchist period. 
{mn this era anarchism was mass workers’ move- 
‘ment which was involved in labor and revolution- 
‘ary politics. While this author doesn’t necessarily 
‘subscribe to such a division betwoon “classical” 
‘and “contemporary” anarchism, post war anar- 
cchism has differed in many areas. In torms of 
‘numbers and activism the anarchist movement 
‘experienced a lull during the 1950's and early 
1960's. Anarchism was kept alive by a small but 
dedicated movement with production of period 
‘cals and books continuing apace. Intellectuals, 
boat poots and students continuedto develop and 
dobate ant-authoritarian ideas. Out of this fer- 


ment emerged what became known as the 
‘Situationist Intemational. Situationist thinking of- 
fered a more complete critique of modem con- 
‘sumer society. Central to situationist thoughtwas 
the idea of capitalism as “spectacle.” According to 
this idea capitalism expanded first from utlizing 
‘workers labor to produce items of consumption for 
the ruling class to producing a stifing and total 
‘consumer sociely where workers where given the 
itsion of choice and freedom while actually hav- 
ing no choices at al. Traditional culture was re- 
placed by a media hyped culture based only on

As wo have scon 
‘situationistideas were importantin the 1968 upris- 
ing in France, and continue to be debated and 
studied today. Some more traditional anti-

The Hungarian 
uprising of 1956 
against Soviet occu- 
pation was more na- 
fionalistthananarchist 
but there were many 
elements of workers’ 
solidarity, Grassroots 
councils were orga- 
nized to administer 
liberated areas and 
workplaces. Anar- 
chism survived un- 
dderground behind the 
Iron Curtain despite 
constant repression —_ 
and anarcho-syndi- 
calists were involved 
in the early days of the Solidarity movement in 
Poland. With the fall of communism anarchism 
has re-emerged in Eastern Europe with groups 
banned for50'0 70 yearsre-forming andpublishing 
their papers. 


{nthe west anarchism began to see a resur- 
gence in the lato 1960's as student radicalism 
spread in resistance to the war in Vietnam. Al- 
though the student movement was largely domi- 
nated by “new lft" authoritarian Marxist-Leninists 
there wore many small anarchist groups and the 
black flag of anarchism was soon on college 
campuses around the world. There was also a 
distinctly anarchist element to groups such as the 
YYippies (Youth International Party) who mixed sex 
drugs and rock n' roll with media terrorism and 
‘outrageous pranks as well as militant demonstra- 
tions, The Yippios wore especially active at the 
1988 Democratic Party convention in Chicago 
where they threatened to lace the city’s water 
‘supply with LSD and.ran a pig named Pigasus for 
president. Anothor famous yippie stunt was 
dumping sacks of dollar bills off a balcony in the 
Now York Stack Exchange. As the stock brokers 
‘scrambled in a fronzy of greed the stock market 
took a plunge. The Detcit based White Panther

Party promoted a program of “Dope, rock n’ roll 
land fucking in the stets” contored around the 
poetry of John Sinclair and the frenetic concerts 
‘of the proto-punk MCS. Other countercultural 
‘groups such as San Francisco's Diggers espoused 
a free and communitarian lifestyle. They gave 
‘away food and clothing and lived in communal 
‘squats. Many took the path of going "back to the 
land! living in rural communes. 


‘Some anarchists rejected the counter cul- 
ture as “lfestylist”or ineffective. Others proferred 
more traditional areas of activity such as labor 
‘organizing and publishing. Yet another. area of 
activity was armed struggle and urban guerrija, 
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warfare. The bestknownsuch group was England's

Anarchists also became active in various libera- 
tion movements, most notably the Black Libera- 
tion Army which waged an urban geuerilla war 
against the U.S. government from 1970 to 1974. 
More recently the Canadian group Direct Action 
carried out a bombing campaign in the early 
1980's against arms manufacturers, environmen- 
tally unsound hydroelectric projects and pornog- 
raphy retailers.

England's Dreaming 


-by Jon Savage. 
St. Martin's Press, New York. 


No doubt the best book on the Sex Pistols 
and the early days of punk in the U.K. 
This is a definitive and well researched 
‘account of the first and arguably most 
important punk band the Sex Pistols, their 
era and their effect on English society. 
Utilizing scores of interviews, flyers, 
fanzines and records Savage traces the 
careers of Malcolm McClaren and the vari- 
‘ous pistols up to the release of the Great 
Rock N' Roll Swindle. In the process he 
goes on a thorough overview of the early 
U.K. punk scene, bands suchas the Clash, 
X-Ray Spex and Adverts. He also has a 
very good analysis of punks’ political and 
social tendencies, gender and sexuality 
issues in the'76-78 period. American punk 
is discussed in its pre-1976 influences and 
its spread priorto the Sex Pistols U.S. tour. 
Also includedis a very extensive discogra- 
phy which actually doesn't include all that 
many punk records other than Sex Pistols 
Releases. One gets the feeling that Sav- 
age vastly favors post punk New Wave 
since he doesn't mention hardcore even 
‘once but spends pages on Elvis Costello 
and Scritti Politti. He doesn't discuss the 
DIY ethic or bands like Crass, but | guess 
that's a bit outside his focus on the Sex 
Pistols.

P.E.: Why don'tyou just start out by 
intorducing yourself and tell a bit about 
how you got into drawing. 

Lawrence: Well, | am Lawrence 
Van Abbema. | moved to the Lower 
East Side in New York City in 1989 and 
first lived in one of the low-rent apart- 
ments on Avenue C. Naturally, | got in 
contact with a lot of musicians, political 
activists and people like that and even- 
tually | started doing posters for various 
people, like Squat or Rot, the local anar- 
chistbookstore (A Central), etc. Through 
that | met the people who were doing 
The Shadow, which is an anarchist 
‘squatting newspaper that reports activi- 
ties in this area, and now | am regularly 
doing stuff for them. Through my work 
for them I got to meet many other anar- 


chist artists who are doing stuff in the - 


Lower East Side, like Seth Tobocman, 
who is also a squatter. 

Whendid you start squatting inNYC 
yourself? 

I've been squatting here since the 
end of 1989 when I just couldn’ afford to 
pay the rent anymore. 

Alotof yourworkthat's gotten out to 
the public deals with squatting. Is there 
a specific reason why you dwell on this 
theme so much? 

Iguess you're right, exceptforsome 
stuff that | do for High Times magazine, 
which deals with marijuana legalization,

Ihave noticed that your characters 
are always drawn ina very characteris- 
tic style. The faces are usually anony- 
mous and seem dissatisfied, sometimes 
‘even angry. 

Well, that’s just a product of my 
subject matter. | usually draw people 
who are in bad situations: Confronta- 
tions with the cops or some other violent 
things. It makes it necessary to draw the 
faces angry. I'messentially a storyteller 
when | do comic strips, so | have to 
follow up on the emotions that result 
from violent events. But on the whole, | 
wouldn't really say that | make it a point 
to make the characters look angry. | 
hadn't even noticed it myself that much 
before you pointed it out right now. | 
don't do it on purpose. 

What about the fact that allthe faces 
look anonymous. Is that done on pur- 
pose? 

Yeah, | like to do it that way. There 
are other artists, like for example Seth 
Tobocman, who draws actual people. 
Forinstance, if you were a squatter and 
Seth would do a piece about a squat 
eviction or some similiar thing that you 
were involved in, you could find yourself 
being depicted in there. | would rather 
keep “real” people out of my artwork, 
though. 

Sowhat about some future projects, 
have you got anything planned? 

‘Well, some time ago, the people at 
The Shadow got together and decided 
that they wanted to do an underground 
comic book about squatting, so that’s 
how Squatter's Comics startedout. Idid

First of all, when herbal methods are 
used to bring on menstruation be careful, be 
‘calm, and use common sense. Don't drink, 
use drugs, oroffthe pigs. Try tokeep youlte 
‘on an even keel. Don’ make spur of the 
moment rash decisions about your body, but 
don't put it off either. tis safest and most 
effective to practice these methods as close 
to your expected period date as possible. 
Once you make a choice, you must carry it 
out. If one herb is ineffective, try another. 
But don't mix herbs haphazardly i you don’t 
know theireffect. The herbs may counteract 
each other. Do not give up, if you are 
pregnant and give birth there may be birth 
defects. Keep records and tell a friend 
what's going on. In the case that complica 
tions happen, don'ttell the emergency room 
what and why, because they can and will 
‘turn you away. Play stupid, of course they'll 
fallforit. Take small amounts of the herbs at 
first to test your reaction, i's ok to cut the 
recipes in half and build up. If you get 
cramps, massage your uterus. Just get to 
know your body, look, explore, and RELAX. 
Here are some of the methods historically 
used to bring on menstruation in the past: 


1. 1 tsp fresh ground ginger in gelatin or 
vegetable cellulose caps 3 x day for four 
days. Drink tons of water! ityou don't ginger 
‘can bum your vocal cords and the lining of 
your tummy. 

Possible side effects: nausea, diarrhea, 
headaches, and cramping is normal. 


Recipes 2 and 3 have more power if 
used in conjunction. 


2. Boil 1 oz Blue Cohosh root in 1 cup 
water.

3. Pennyroyal plant (NOT OIL) 1 cup 
boiling water over 1 tsp dry herb. Steep 10- 
20 min. Drink one cup 3 x a day for 6 days 
maximum. 

Possible side effects: nausea, numb 
fingers and toes, sweating, and dizziness. 
Pennyroyal oil may cause convulsions and 
death. Itis aNO-NO. 


4, 2 Tbsp Slippery Elm to 1 cup water 
brewed to atea with storile instruments and 


5. 2 Tosp Shepard's Purse to 1 cup 
water brewed to a tea and steeped for a 1/2 
hr. Drink t.cup aday. DO NOT use this herb 


6, 600mg or 6 grams of Vitamin C per 
day for 5 days as close to period date as 
possible. DO NOT use this method if you 
have kidney or bladder problems. itwon'tbe 
that effective if you take a lot of Vitamin C 
already. : 
Possible side effects: You might get 
diarthea. 


When these herbal methods are used, 
Temember you have just been through a 
medical procedure, act like it. Zinc, garlic, 
‘and honey are good for boosting your im- 
mune system in order to avoid infection you 
‘are more susceptible to. Monitor your tem- 
perature so you know if you do or don't right 
away. When you get your period, avoid 
‘strenuous activity. Your uterus is at risk of 
Infection so you have to avoid putting stuff in 
your vagina for 2 weeks. This means no 
fucking, no tampons and no baths. Know 
what mean? Be sale. If you need to wash, 
shower. Your next period being 3-10 we 
late is normal. Just relax,

bleach can be poisonous. Dump the 

can of gacey malt extract into the 
_uckotand rinse tout with hotwater, dumping the 
finse into the bucket too. Add one or two pounds 
of sugar (more sugar means more alcohol, but 
eventually it starts to taste proty bad) and thon put 
ina gallon of hot water and str it all up. Add four 
more gallons of cold water to make it up to five 
gallons, wait tli around room temperature and 
Sprinkle the yeast on top. Covert, not so tight that 
aircan’tgetout because then itwill explode, Don't 
leave it open because then nasty bad germs (or 
small household animals) get into the beer and 
infect them. An old towel and big rubber band is 
‘one idea, but a lid with an air lockis best. Putit in 
‘an even temperatured part of the house. In the 
‘next 24 hours or s0 it should start foaming all over 
as the yeast eats the sugar and tums it into 
alcohol. In5 or 10 days the foam will collapse back 
into the beer and 2 days later its time to bottle, 
though the longer you wait, the better it tastes, 
Steriize your other bucket and all your other stuff 
again, as well as two cases‘worth of bottles, 
Carefully it your bucket ol beer up onto @ counter 
top and get an assistant to stick the siphoning 
hose into the beer without disturbing the sludge at 
the bottom.
